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MOVED BY R. B. Henderson, 
SECONDED BY John H. Moss 


and RESOLVED THAT 


THE COUNCIL OF THE SPEAKERS' PATRIOTIC LEAGUE, 


HAVING in view : 


(1) That the people of Ontario are practically unanimous in endorsing 
the pledge which has been given on behalf of Canada to prosecute the War to 
the utmost limit of our resources in Men, money and production; 

(2) That notwithstanding the splendid response from this Province 
for Overseas Service, the people of the Province will not be satisfied, 
that the men at the front should lack admittedly necessary reinforcements, 
whilst there are still in Ontario men eligible for Overseas Service; 

(3) That the people of the Province welcome the campaign for 
further production now being undertaken by the Legislature through the 
organization of Resources Committee; 

(4} That necessary enlistment, maximum production, and adequate 
labour for the industries of the Province essential to the Winning of 
the War, can be obtained only by compulsory selection, and that a 


proper selection can be made only by co-ordinating enrolment for 


Mihitary, with enrolment for other National Service; 
RESPECTFULLY SUGGESTS : 


That in order to carry out the above purpose the Provincial 
Legislature pass a resolution asking its Government to approach the 
Dominion Government with a view to having selection for Military and 


for other National Service co-ordinated and made compulsory in the 


Province of Ontario.
